WASIIISOTOX, Auff. 23—Tho Secretary 


of the Navy has transmitted to tho Senate 
the information called for by Senator 
Chandler's resolutions relutinj; to tae con- 
struction of the so-called Roach cruisers 
and for «thcr plans and contracts. The 
Information llllctl about iiO.OOO pages o 
manuscript, and piled upon the floor stool 
six foct high. It took fourteen men seven 
months to compile, and it will form prob 
ab'.y tho largest document ever sent to 
Congress from an Executive department
